The American flag is ‘an emblem 
of the United States, and it should , 
be given the respect’ of the herit- 
age it symbolizes.

the ‘nation's: capitol to present 15 
rules for sane ‘etiquette for ei 
Milians. eee 

“The rules, now published in’ ‘a 
ope circular’: by ‘the’ War: Dep art. 

ent, state that whenever the 
is hoisted, lowered or passing” 
parade, “All persons should face 
the flag, stand at attention, and 
salute.” Civilians should “remove 


headdresses with right hand, ‘and © 
hold’ them at left shoulder,” with. . 


hand over /heart. Women ‘should 

place their right hands over their 

hearts. 

Civilian, Military Rules Similar.
